History of Medicine is Story 
of Mankind, Says 
Lecturer 




"This study of natural science 
is the correct approach, I take it, 
to the revelation of sex and the 
great sex question concerning 
itvhich we talk so much and do 
■o little," Dr. W. W. Chipman, 
>vho recently resigned as pro* 
feasor of obstetrics and gynae- 
cology*, said in an address on the 
sociological aspects of medicine 
Bt the Canadian Club luncheon 
yesterday in the Windsor Hotel. 

"I do not contend that we all must 
lie doctors, but I only beltcre th&t 
lia.ch individual should possess some 
accurate knonicdg-e in order to know 
tiltnself." Dr. Chlpma-n stated. He 
jjent on to say that a sound mind in 
healthy body is the e^eatest gift 
next to life itself. 

Ssx Prebism 
"The natural srienccs should be 
taus'ht in every school, not to men- 
lion the universities; some knoTs-ledge 
ol the flowers and the gtsss beneatli 
our feet- These should be taueht, I 
eay, even at the expense of music and 
mathematics. 

"Moreover, we all approve ol the 
Boy Scouts, the Girl Guides, the sum- 
mer camps and. a knowledge of the 
birds of the air and the beasts of the 
field." 

Br. Chipmsn emphasized at this 
point that the sex problem, concem- 
ins which there was so much talk 
"but so little done, Vould only be sat- 
. isfactorily studied and understood 
Ihrough a study of the natural scl- 
^ cnces; for in this way nature becomes 
In a real sense a foster mother, and a 
-v^eafo puido of tbe narrow way . past 
v^ftbs pitfalls of adolescence. 
^-^tZ' not labor the question. We 

^ - are here today, the heritors of all the 
Qg-es that liavo come and gone before 
■us; and we embody many lessons 
from this long experience. 

History of Medicine 
"Jt is undof.btodly true that the 
Siistorj- of medicine roa!!y includes 
end embrac-es the whole story of 
jnankiad. It is really the narrative of 
9nan, and his struggle to survive, his 
lasting endeavor to know and to un- 
derstand himself. Tiiis knowli^dge of 
»e!f, this understanding of ourselves, 
rnental, moral, jr.d jjliysk'al as we 
srbilrarily divide it, is all closely rc- 
fcj^lated to Uie study of medicine. The 
■^^m various aspects of this study we de- 
^^^B tigrnate blologj-, .nnatomy, physiology, 
»nd psycholog.v. deaiins as these do 
ftith the various attributes of man 
himself. And it is only by means of 
this Bludy that we can truly know 
»urse!v<?s, and through ourselves, our 
trained seiise-s, the crcat world out- 
pslde and bc.voiid us. In other worlds, 
this self-knowledge is the correct 
iakc-otf towards all knowable things. 
Ignorance and Superstition 
"And this has been the history of 
^anldnd from the ve.y beginning 
that wo leai n ^lowl.v, at great pains, 
tand tlirougii many mistakes. In the 
Jong exodus of the human race, from 
«ut of the night, the blinding night 
Df Ignoraiico and superstition, these 
«.^lavo been Iho stopping -stones of our 
/upward progress of our evolution, 
! Even today we arc still Ignorant, and 
■take mistakes; else what would be-

"Meteorology' is the modern study 
of the phenomena ol the atmosphere 
of gases, vapours, .and - dtist . that sur- 
rounds the earth," 'saJd Professor A. 

J. Kelly al one of the scrios cf lectures | 
sponsored by the McGill JJght Aero- j 
plane Club held last night, ' in the 
physics bulldintr. Following are a few 
of the hlghtllghts o_f the. talk. 

The earliest systematic daily record 
of local weather phenomena that has 
survived is that kept by Wliliam 
Merle during the seven years 13S1-3S. 
Natural Result 

Modern Meteorology has been de- 
veloped along two " lines of study, 
tiajed rcspect-vco' on maps of month- 
ly and annual average.'-, and on dally 
weather maps. The publication of 
daily n-eather charts and forecasts is 
now carried on by all civilized 
nations. It was during; the latter half 
of the ]9th century that the meteor- 
ological work passed out of the hands 
of individuals and Into tho control 
of large national organizations. This 
wag the natural result cf tlte dis- 
covery that, by the speed of the 
electric telegraph an ooeaii cables, It 
had become possible to compllo dally 
weather, maps for large portions of 
the globe, and make prcdict-ons of tho 
weather for a day or two 'in adv.mco, 
with sufficient accuracy to be of I he 
greatest importance to the material 
Interests of civilized nations. Tho de- 
velopment of wireless since 1300 h.iH 
made is possible for isolated ships nt 
sea to exchange weather telegrams, 
compile daily maps, and study sur- 
rounding storms. 

Chain of Cau(>e$ 

The various weather elements: 
temperature, pressure, winds, rain- 
fall, .and cloudiness are so closely re- 
lated that it is possible to besi" th<> 
cha'.n of sequences by considering 
any selected nlement as the cause of 
tho others. This chain of causes may 
be taken in the following order; (I) 
Temptra-turo 'lislribiitlon (-•ati.'-cs dlf- 
fcrrnco of pressure (2) I'ressure dif- 
ferences eauso winds, and (3) AVInds 
ascending mountains, or converging 
til a centre or a line, cause clouds and 
rain. ' *

Moments of Insight 

Ttcalizatlon of God usually comes 
to us In a moment of insight, some- 
times rather i!ne::pccledly. AVc sec 
tu/m jnoro clearly in secluded spots, 
from tho tormoll of everyday 
life. Sometimes wo see Ulm In par- 
ticular objects or acts; wo associate 
our ideas of God with these things, 
but wo rarely sec in them a personl- 
ric.-ition of Him. AVo find that wo be- 
come very much aware of some pre- 
sence apart from the material things 
which surround hs. 

"Wnten we talk about finding God, 
what are we really looking for?" 
asked the spcakeV. "If it is somothinff 
concrete and tangible that we look 
for wo will find it very difficult to 
find." To illustrate this point. Dr. 
Thomas quoted; "A"ou may know all 
about tho complex theories of light 
and solar refraction and yet never 
know the glory of a sunset." 

Integration of Feeling 

Just as tho conductor of a great 
orchestra represents to each in- 
dividual member of the orchestra tho 
whole of tho symphonic harmony, 
and makes him feel his ]>lacc as part 
of the whole not as a separate unit, 
so^ should the conception of Cod.

Ho goes to 
cafes and restaurants, and there ho 
indulges In hcatod ; debate with his 
fellow students on literary movo- 
ments and tho like, llo does not al- 
ways go to tho .same cafo each day, 
but often wanders .about, picking up 
barg.ilns In me.-lls; slnco tho average 
student, espoclnlly In Franco and 
Italy, Is very poor. 31o also combs 
the streets for bargains In rooms. The 
foreign student will expose himself 
to hardships unknown to tho average 
Amcrlcin student In order to got an 
education. 

The amount of reading and writing 
required in a foreign university Is so 
great that the student has no llmo 
to work for a living alon? with his 
studying. Ho must sustain himself 
as best as he can, and If necessary he 
will live in an extremely cold attic 
room and will bait starve himself.

"Mind- is tho adaptation mechanism 
of the organism which enables us to 
react to our environment," Dr. B. 
Silverman, Assistant-director of the 
.Mental Health Clinic, stated last 
night in tho second of a scries of 
lectures which ; ho is giving at tho 
Contra! Y.M.C.A. on "Mental Health." 

After giving his definition of mind. 
Dr. Silverman went on to discuss the 
relationship between mind and body. 
Ho presented the thrco theories which 
have been formulated at différent 
l'/oriods r.nd stated that tho Double 
Aspect Theory Is ono most, popular 
with modern psychologists. Accord- 
ing to this theory, mind and Ijoily are 
but two aspects of tho same thing. 

The next question dealt with by tho 
speaker was tho Influcnco of horodity 
and environment on Mental Life. 
"Tho mind Is csson^inlly Inherited, but 
cnvlronmonl perhaps plays a major 
roic in our Mental. Lite," was Dr. Sil- 
verman's ;laliii.

He ,went on to develop argu- 
ments to show how tlio Urltlsh immi- 
grant, with his traditions of standard 
life aro necessary in the development 
of Canada, 

In reply Collins showed how tho 
central Kuropean types aro not in- 
ferler to Uritlsh born btit seem so be- 
causo of our immigration policy 
which puis a premium on tho crimin- 
al classes rather than, upon the steady 
citizens who would join our nation 
and assist in the development of new 
areas. 

Collina went on to show how the 
British born labourer, used as he Is 
to industrial labour will come into 
his own later when Canada begins to 
erect a greater pyramid of industry 
upon the foundation of agriculture 
whicli the immigrants from Central 
European nations would supply 
now. 

Public V». Private Ownership 

In the second contest between Alt- 
ner' 'and Barclay and Glaasco and 
Bell, tho affirmative wandered f.ar 
from the subject in hand and laid it- 
self open to attack on that .account. Alt- 
ncr opened for tho negative, attempting 
to show by a discussion of tho economic 
principles how. private ownership is,- 
superior to piibllc.

There Is a distinct dualism in lld- 
dlngton's view ot reality said tho 
speaker, in his cosmology lie treats 
oc tho physical world with its evo- 
lution and "running down" as reality. 
.Vt other times be speaks of reality 
as lying beyond the hinterlands of 
science and as being spiritual. There 
l!f no attempt to bring' these two view- 
points together. 

.His theory ot knowledge is eclectic 
insofar as he draws from Descartes. 
Ucrgson and Kant. From the Cartes- 
ian philosophy he accept.^ the view 
t.!uit sensations aro the effects of

AVero this Idcîi adopted la any con- 
siderable extent in tho universities of 
tho country,'" It would effect moet 
those training to bo teachers in pub- 
lio nnd Iilgli .-ichoolr. Tho .M.A. de- 
gree has only a commercial value, tho 
degree generally being required by 
Eciiool boards for appointment to 
leaching poEltlons In high schools. If 
tho function of tlio graduato schooU 
la to train scholars only tlicn it would 
seem that llio undo.-sraduato curricul- 
um woulil need revision In order to 
take care or that class of students 
training to bo teachers,-, or -that spe- 
cial schocrls bo formulated so that the 
undergraduate nnd professional needs 
of such students could bî met within 
a reasonably short period of time. It 
this situation could bo ppvided fur 
then tho abt/Iltion of tho M.A. degree 
would really achieve its aim of cur- 
tailing admissions ipto iho graduate 
schools, and of doing away with the 
tendency, as President Lowell puts it, 
to nia'Ho II feti."-;! of degree.^, which In 
some of Its crtccls is not unlike tho 
counting of credits in courses, the 
evils of which are being contlnu.Tlly 
deplored.

of "Sutures and Wound Healing." 
Wide Variety Tried 
■Nearly, cverj'th I ng has boon used 
for sutures In ' its time, according to 
the lecturer, \vho prefaced the show- 
ing of the film with nn oulUne of the 
subject illustrated with lantern 
Blidcs. Gold and silver wire, iron 
wire, ,silk, linen, cotton, catgut, 
hoirsehiili:, wood fibre, and other like 
things have all been tried, and many 
ot them are still used today to meet 
the varj-lnr demands of various tj-pes 
«f wounds. 

■ Some sutures are Iniried deep in the 
tissues, and must be absorbable. It 
was in illustration of this tj-pe of su- 
j .tt^^tthat the film was made. Other

must be mode to last for long times, 
or Indefinitely, and the tensile 
ttrength demands differ greatly.

Having the honour and pleasure of 
addressing, perhaps, the most at- 
Irntlvo audience composed of the

Kunncrs had amiounced that a white 
man was coming to visit him. On 
seeing mc the following conversations 
took place. 

Reception by the Cliief ef Mbete. 

On seeing me the Jumbo (Chief) 
said. 

"Na shika mlguu yako, Bwana 
kubwa". 

I hold your feet Great Master. 

To this polite salutation my reply 
v/as "Marahabtt", thanks. His friendly 
conversation was continued in these 
words, "Starehe, Sabalkheri", be at 
peace, good morning, I replied to the 
J umbo and -his wives, "HawojamboV 
are you well, the reply was "Hatu- 
jiimbo, al liaradu UllaW." We are well 
God bo praised. There are many ilic- 
tories and fiosjiy tieclaiiiations in the 
replies to lliis question, concerjilnB 
atatea ot health and feelings. The ex- 
tensions are: — "1 feel like a coral, 1 
feel like an account that has been 
l)a!d; I feel like to an evergreen tree." 
The "amkia", salututioiiS aro con- 
tinued on tlio part of tlio Jumbc, by 
onquirlng, "U hall gani?" aro you 
well. My reply "Njema, Alhumdu 111- 
lahl," Good, God be praised. 

AH the following cixiiiirics were 
luaUo about my uiicuators iloiv is your 
father'/ How ia your molhcr? How 
.-.re your wives? Uncles by thp father's 
.sldo of tho house? Aunts by the 
father's sldo of the house?

ing up with one ot tho prayers from 
tho Korun Al ham Ou lillahl rahb ela 
alamlna bis mo lal etc. 

The chief led mo by tho hand to his 
village. We wcro surrounded by a 
happy, credulous and gay crowd of 
natives, Tho seat of honour which no 
native dare sit on, even tho Chief 
himself would not use it This peat 
o! honour- is reserved for official re- 
ceptions In tho village. 

Description of Mbete , 

This d«scription will bo a picture 
Of ^'111age life In Central Africa, as 
nearly as my brush of words will per- 
mit, with their ceremonials, (to be 
described In the part that deals) with 
the Magic Circle). 

The village of Mbete Is built on the 
slopès of a moiintatn belonging to the 
range of tb«-UIunguru, Mountains, be- 
hind w-hich and. in front of me were 
scries of mountain ranges, rising high 
abovo tho clouds. Every range was 
cap]>od and had for backgrounds other 
mountains etlli lllglier, piercing the 
mists. Deep valleys Intersected cut- 
ting sharply this district Into many 
parts. In the valleys, streams formed 
themselves into mountain cascades 
rushing and foaming over huge bould- 
ers of rock, these wero in many cases 
small hills in themselves. 

Everywhere around mo on tho 
slopes facing tho sea, patches ot 
burnt grass, sticks and leaves wore to 
be seen. They gave out a dense smoke. 
Some • wero smouldering, fierce 
tongues of fire were shooting viciously 
from other parts of the surrouiid- 
iiiga tlircatlng trees and grass 
in tho nelgSibourhood. Tlio fires sud- 
denly would become cxUnguislied, to 
break out into another confla(;'rat!on 
elsewhere. It has been conjectured 
tliat tho great heat from tho sun's 
rays is tho cause and origin ot tho 
fires. 

They burn day and night. The 
smoko on tho faces of the mountains 
could l:o seen slowly ascending into 
tho clouds. The fires are lighted by 
some unknown and inviaiblo hand of 
nature, sclenco has not given 'i clue 
to those mysterious and sudden out- 
breaks. 

I would come to a small fire burn- 
ing slowly from a few sticks on tho 
sldo of a hill, further on a brilliant 
name burst forth without any as- 
sistance from man. Soon an ugly 
black smouldering circle will make i'a 
appearance around the sudden out- 
bursts of flume. Soon this outburst 
will cxtinguisli iUcif otherwise the 
whole country side would be a maas 
jof flames. Around Kllmatnjaro, where 
] was stationed for sonio months, 
those fires were unknown to tho 
iiatlycs In this mountainous district, 

Tho natives will nol build their 
filles, vlllagea or huts in or near Uie 
bottom of tho valleys, lJuilt lilgli ij]) 
or rather stuck up on to the edges ot 
the steep hilt sides and precipices, 
their dwellings can be seen, Droad 
bolts of culllvalotl lands, Corn, awcct 
potatoes, pumpkins, nuts, and vege- 
tables are flourishing around their 
I'.omcB. 

Peace and harmony rclgn and' have 
full sway on the hill lops. In the bot 
torn, mystery, death and sllt-iice, 
liroltcii by llio rn.Hliint; of walor.'i or 
tho lion calls, liavo uiicoiil rolled do- 
minion In these dcpllis. It swan ro- 
frcahlns' lo listen lo lljo rushing 
waters. 

TliP.so glinip.scs of AfiiL-uii ucnnery 
wero i'Xl(-|)il(iJ nul htfuro mi; wliliu 
i.'ltlng on Ilic milt of luuiiHir In lii 
village ot Mbete. These aplc mloiira of 
Africa .v/os so entrancing. They dis- 
tracted my allenllon from tho Chief, 
1:1a wives and the liilialiltanlH of Ilie 
villayi'. II waH iiiy turn lo liay my ro- 
:iMi.l;j lo the .lumbe, hia wives iiiid 
llio pe'ojilo they were giving t\\<i this 
hospltablo reception,

'At the long huit wo liavo learned 
thnt Iicnllli I» a great national nrsot 
sound liilnd in a healthy body, llie 
iln-xt gl,-(, iipxl lo life U.-soir. .At 
loiiR lam, 1 say,. for though llie 
mous Cîreok physician, Ilcropblliis, 
•Ole thnt science and art have 
equally nothing to show, wealth is 
l^sclcss, ami oloqnmro iioweripss, If 
hcnllh 'be wanting,' li was not until 
o reign of Queen Kllzabelh that tho 
lor Ijaws were passed In Great Brit- 
ain, so thnt no one might dio ot slar- 
vnllon. Disraeli, speaking In 1877, 
lid: 'Tho health of tho people Is 
ally tlio foiiiulatioii upon which all 
their happiness, and all their powers 
a Slate depend,' Embodied In tho 
■eoly of Versalllos, ns on Article of 
the Convenant of the I,c.iguo ot Na- 
tions, wo read that, 'the members ot 
tho l^caguo win tako steps for tho 
■evcntlon and control ot disease.' 
So tho truth has gradually dawned 
pon the world, that healthy human 
capital Is tho greatest of our ro- 
soiircos, tho greatest asset of our na- 
tional life. 

Way of Salvation 

"Again wo have learned that the 
way of this salvation Is by means o( 
preventive medicine, the wiso sanl- 
t.-iry caro of the Individual and his 
community; in other words, the socio- 
logical îispocts of medicine In Its vari- 
ous phases. At last wo realize tliat It 
Is much wiser to prevent a dLseose 
than to euro It, wiser and more 
economical. Tho ounce ot prevention 
outweighs in tho balonce many 
pounds of cure. 

"Wo do not forget that tho days of 
our life oro three score and ten, and 
that In Canada wo 'atill reach forwaid 
to this tale ot tho pisalmlst; oven 
though the average llfe-tlmo has late- 
ly risen from 43 to 5S. Wo have al- 
ready accomplished much, for the 
health of our new'countiy has great- 
ly improved In tha last decade, ami 
chiefly among tho children. Hut tliero 
remains more, much more, to do; a 
municipal, a provincial, as well as a 
national effort. 

Great Pauperizer 

"It is- now generally .-idmitted that 
sickness Is the world's great paupér- 
iser, .•ilckne.s,-, and nil our famous 
wars. The former (sickness) Is always 
with us, 'for have not .all our fathers 
still oaten of sour graw.s,' and tho 
wastago Iicrc Is enormous, meaaureil 
even In dollara and ccnls. Kvun In 
modern limes, oiiidomlcs have almost 
destroyed nations, liavo dofealod 
armies, halve ' poslpoiicd for years 
great public aclilovcmonts, as witness, 
the I'Yench effort at the I'aiiuma 
l.'anal. AVo are told that Iho annual 
coal ot lllne,ss ami premature death 

III tlio United tales Is conservatively 
placed at 1900,000,000. 

Hard Workers 
'•'I'liij Hoclologlcal A."ipecl3 of Medi- 
clno are inextricably Interwoven with 
tho many f|uestions of national econ- 
omies. lOven In Canada, what is to bo 
said of some ot Iho conditions found 
ill our eily or even in our coiiiUry 
llfo?
